We can go no higher up than the mouth of the river on 
account of the bar which has oaly 19 feet water.

nue cruifing there, for the proteétion of the commerceof 
the United States to and from Port Republic. 

This arrangement of a part of our force in thefe feas will 
*fiord a convey to all American veffels, that are on their 
homeward bound paflage, from Port Republic----Bat as 
our veflels engaged in merchandize, go out direGly and 
Promifcnoufly to Port Republic, they cannot be immedi- 
amely proveéted. 


They are, confequently, expeled to be attecked, cap- 
tured, and their crews moft probably maffacred by the 
black pirates, who infeft this bay, and. who but feldom 
fpare the lives of any on board the veffels they fubdue, 
To prevent this mifchief as much as poflible, 1 recommend 
to the confideration of all chofe genulemen that ase concein- 
ed in commerce to Port Republic, or its neighborhood, 
whether it may not be beft to dire& all their veffels, deitin- 
ed for the faid port, to Rop at Cape Francois, aad obtain 
permiffion to go imo Cape Nichola Mole, and there to 
wait a convoy, which probaly may not be many days, 
as one of our public armed veffeis will fail from thence to 
Port Republic every fourteen days, and will take under 
her proteétion all fuch American veffels as are difpoled to 
profit thereby. 

By adopting this meafure, it is likely that the length of 
the paffage to Port Republic will be increafed from about 
three to twelve days, and that there will be alfo an in- 
creafe of expence about thiee half joes, for a peimit and 
harbor fees, 

I mention this that gentlemen may be the better able to

| them by Lieut. Maley, in the United States’ {chooner Ex- 
periment, when attacked by eleven of thole armed boais, 


that perfeé prote€ion cannot be extended to a whole con. | 


voy againg thofe boats, in fuch a long and flat calm as 
| that which was then experienced 
| though'two out of this convoy were captured, notwith- 
ftanding the bravery and’ perfeét good condu€ of this of- 
ficer, in an aGtion of feven hours (with fome intermiifion) 
in which conflié two of the enemy‘s boats were funk---- 
that all thefe weffels then under convoy, maft have been 
| taken, and their crews butchered, was it not for the pro- 
te€tion fuch convoy afforded.
